I will briefly g> throvgh the D>cument Bock now. I begin with 
DP: cunent Book No.2, 

Document 32, orders and decre3s ec neerning the employment of 
prisoners of war. That is the e-senant of the 27th July 1939. Thers is an 
excerpt on the iabor cf prisoners of wer, and in Article $l the prohibited 
labor is mentioned. 

In the next dccunent, 33, uv. are is a decree cf the Rsich Minister 
of Labor ab ut the use cf pris‘sers of war in places of employment, and there 
it is pointed ut in detail for what types of work these prisoners of war can 
be used. And anong these types -f work there is not ths manufactures of arns, 
Only work in agriculture, forestry, ing: rtant road—building, canals, large 
factories, and similar details. 

In Document 35 we can see how the emplcyment of prisoners cf war 
took place, that is, the collabvaticn cf the camp with the management of the 
industry, tnoat a contract was wrked out which took care of the rezulaticns 
in deta: , and it can be seen from there that the egency of Sauckel had 
nothing to do with that, 

In Document 36 we find a similar éGecree as to the behavior of 
priscners of war anc the attitude tcwards priscners of war, a memrandun 
which was drawn up jointly by the OKW asd the Ministry of Public Enlightenment 
anc Propagant.e: 

"P isoners of war mst be trested in such a way that their full 
productive capacity will be for the banefit of industry and food economy; a 
presupposition for this is suffirzient nourishment," 

And. that last I want tc underline. 

Document 37 deals with the question cf a transfer to civilian 


worker status of prisoners of wer for work in Germany and shows that thay get 
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a certain ccmpensaticn, that is a fin: ncial compensation, for trying t* main- 





tain a separate household -- ail of wiich shows these workers worse really 
treated like civilian workers. 

The next, 3&8, is along the sams lines and deals with visits t* French, 
Toilgian, Dutch pris: ners °f war by their relatives in the Raich. It says: 

"Visits to French, Belcian anc Dutch priscners «f war, likewise 
lialien military internees, are permit*ed only te wives, parents, children 
arc. sisters who work in Germany or have their homes in dAisace or Leorrains,. 
and then cnly on Suncays and hclideys." 

This shows that the relation cf priscners cf war ceased. 

Decument 39 18 a memrarcun as t. general conditions which were valid 
for the use of priscners ~f war, and it dse’3 with the time, the working hours; 

"Tre daily working time, including the time of marching tc and from 
work, should not be mre and net icss, than that cf the German worker," 

Anc ther it says: 

"The right of the prisoners f war to a continuous rest peri: Aa cf 
twenty-four heurs, to be granted when possible on Sund-ys." 

Under Paragraph 7 of that same d¢-cument it is stated trat: 

"Neither the employer »r his relatives, nor his empltyees, are 
vutitled to carry cut any punitive measures against the prisoners of war."

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10en there is a paragraph in Dcument 4C, as to housing in camps, 
acemindations, fcod. It is Dirsctive 9 from Sauckel ccncerning the inspecticn 
"tf accommodatiens, food, heating anc upkeep «f the camps by camp artisan. 

It is datec the l-th of July, 19se: 

"By august 10, 1942, an inspecti n of all industrial establishments 
in their respective regions which employ forsign labcr must be carriad cut by 
all labor offices with a view t> establishing that they duly abide by all 
regulations anc decrees governing acctunodation, feeding and treatment of all 
foreign male and female workers and prisoners of war. It is my desire that the 
aiministrative offices of NSDAP and DAF participate in this check-up in an 
appropriates mesure." 

Furthermre, under 2 Qin the same d¢cument it is stated: 

All establishments employing foreigh labor should contact immediatel- 
their respective Food Control Offices (Department 4) to insure the allocation 
cf the supplies nesded fcr foreign labcr working in thoir camps during the 


coming winter,"

THS COURT: CGculdn't you summarize these d-cuments mre shortly? 
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Then : cument 41 shows that the care fcr the eastern workers was especially 
the task of the German Labor Front, DAF, which is explained in detail. 

Vocument 2 ceals with the sa - subject. That stresses the inspectorates 
and says that for the care of forci-n workers all necessary measures have to 
be taken, the supeyision offices :nd other offices have to Lesulate that 
to..ether with the Labor Front. It is ac tinistered by Reichs Yabor Minister 
Seldte, not by S.ackels and from “scument 43 one can see that Sauckel has not 
bec.me the Labor finister, 

In Document 43 there are detailed explanations to the now regulations, 
to which I will refer in detail lester. But as to the document 43 I should like 
to stress again tix position of the tnspectorates, the "Gewerbeaufsichtsant." 
Anca here is the question of responsibility for hygiene, anc it says in the end 
the authority in the sense of the new regulati:n is the "Gewerbeaufsichtsamt" 
and inspectorate. It is important for the medical Supervision which, after 
all, has b-ean taken car of by the dnspectorate; which the witness will show 
later one 

Document ly contains specifications about quartering, the equivment of 
Sleeping quarters, and about medical care; sizned avain by the Reich “abor 
Minister Franz Seldte, 

The next croup of cocuments deals with fo.d. Document 45 is the meat 
inspection law w “chtreats the questicn how far meat is in condition fit for 
Consumption anc! c2n be used, 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Servatius, about the inspection of meat, we dou 
not require any further information abcut it. 

DR. SERVATIUS: Then 46 shows that the foreizn workers if they were 
not in the camp received their food rationing cards. 

Document 47 is decree by the Reich Food Minister and shows that he 
was responsible for determinging the nutrition quotas. The document als 
gives the vations, I mention only a few for/foreign workers. 2600 gram of 
bread ver weeke That increases, and we can reach that later in case these 
questions should become important, 

THE PRESIDENT: Page 120 shcws that prisoners of war are employed 


in the armament industry, doesit not? Ps -e 128, 
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DR. SERVATIUS: It says there the food rations of Soviet pris  -ners 
Cf war worl ng in the armament industry as fir as they are in camps 3 and then 
there is a list of raticns. I car-ot see —

" I wish to state that I have not received from Sauckel any mterial 
remuneration nor have I received honorary titles or decorations. 

" I found it expedient to conceal from him my ovmm political convictions 
and also my connections with Goerdeler and Popitee In his blind obedience to 
Hitler, and in spite of our old friendship, he would no doubt have handed me 
over to the Gestapo, from which he endeavored to free me in November, 19h.
